F this worthleſs Diſcourſe falls into thy hands, it may not be 
| amiſs to inform thee, That the Subject of this Diſcourſe was 
4 occaſionally Given me from the Words of the Duke De Me- 
dina Celi, Viceroy of Naples, «por the Perſecution of the Vau- 
dois ; and the Choice of any Text left to my own Diſcretion: 
The Exordium may otherwiſe ſeem 4 little odd and unuſual, 
which ſuch an account eaſily in my Opinion takes off. | 

There were Two Exceptions made to it 75 the firſt hearin 
of it by Men of Worth and Senſe ;, and who, I flatter my ſelf, with 
me no ill, The Firſt was, That in what I ſpoke to the Trinity, 
I Joon Jay, That there were Three very great Men had handled 
that Subjen, but not altogether unexceptionably, and that in men- 
tioning one of them tobe a Prelate, the Other a Dean; I added, 
and the Third of Merit enough to be Both. And that in ſo 
doing, I made my ſelf unwarrantably a Judge of other Men's 
Merits, which ſeem'd to Reflect upon My Superiors. I cannot 
help Other Perſons cenſure , but know my own Intention , And 
if that be a Fault, 1 own it publickly ; ſince, as I never had, 
nor, as I know, ever ſhall have any intereſt in proclaiming 
Dr. South's juſt Deſerts, it proceeded from 7 — nedip Sen- 
timents of that Great Man's Worth , who in his Function and 
Station has been the Glory of this Age, and will be the wonder 
of unprejudiced Poſterity. Tho? I could wiſh there had been as

Medina Celi ſhould tay, it was ſevere thoſe un- 
happy People ſhould. be hunted from thoſe poor 
Places, whither they had fled for Refuge and 
Protection, for the disbelief of the Real Preſence, . 
as the Papiſts expound it, when they fully gave 
up their Aſſent, and Faith to Articles of the 
Chriſtian Religion as hard and difficult to be 
believ- C. N 1 
If the Compaſſion of this Great Man pro- 
ceeded from a true and righteous ſenſe of the 
Unjuſt Suffertngs of that opprefs d People, it 
was unh worthy a Man of his Eminence, and 
a Tenderneſs rarely to be found in a Perſon of 
that Prodigious Church, where Fire, and Sword,

and Faggot, are three ſuch invincible Arguments, 
that no Churchileſs Potent in Arms than her ſelf 
is able to reſiſt; And the Inquiſition, or Holy 
Office, as they are pleas d to term it, is of more 
force and works more ſtrongly towards the con- 

verſion of an Heretick, as they love to call all 
thoſe, that cannot join with their Communion, 
or ſubmit to the Yoke of their Spiritual Bon- 
dage, or entirely ſurrender their Belief to their 
abſurd Articles, and countenance their Idola- 

trous Practices, than all the knotty Diſtinctions, 
and Profound Reaſons the Schools of Aquinas or 
Lola could ever produce. 

The good Nature therefore of this illuſtrious 
Man is the more remarkable in a Communion, 
where it is ſo ſeldom to be met with or encou- 
ragd, if it flowd from a Chriſtian and Godly 
fellow-feeling of their unjuſtifiable Oppreſſions 
and Miſeries, for rejecting the belief of ſo mon- 


ſtrous and novel a Doctrine, as that of Tranſub- 
ſtantiation 18. 


But if, by this ſeemingly compaſhonate Ex- 
preſſion on that account, he means, that the other 
yſterious Articles of our Religion, ſuch as that 
of the Trinity and Incarnation, are equally in- 
credible with that of Tranſubſtantiation, the Com- 
plement had been better omitted, and the Say- 
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ing would be ten times more acceptable from the 
Mouth of a Muſſelman, than a Profeſſor of the 
Catholick Faith; one that reads the Alchoran, 
than one that Studies the Bible ; and it would 
more gracefully: become a Turkiſh Baſſa or Cai- 
macan, than a Chriſtian Vice-roy or Governour. 
Dreadfully has it been urg d, and reflected upon 
the Church of Rome by Great Men of all Ages 
fince- the Reformation, that pierc'd into the 
depth of her Contrivances, and her Agents, and 
examitid accurately the ſubtilty of her Doctrine 
and her Champions; That rather, than not ſub- 
due the Minds of Men to her indefenſible Inno- 
vations, She would ſacrifice the whole Chriſtian 
Faith; and where ſhe cannot faſten her own in- 
ſupportable worſhip, and lately invented Ar- 
ticles, ſhe would be contented to involve the 
whole in a common ruin. 

If therefore his Neapolitan Vice-Majeſty's 
ſenſe look'd any thing this way, or the ſcope of 
his words bended to. the eſtabliſhment of any 
thing, of this Nature ; his good will was a great 
piece of Diſſervice to chat wretched People, The 
blemiſh and misfortune of his own Underſtand- 
ing, and his Mercy, in appearance, really a lr 
ter Cruelty, than any infliction of their relent; 
leſs Perſecutors. | Thor an 

, In 
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In ſhort, if that was his meaning, or any thing 
like that, The expreſſion was hypocritical, or 
Anti- chriſtian; : 


But if, as AMERY rather inclines me to be 


perſwaded, it aroſe from a juſt abhorrencein him 
of Perſecution upon the account of Conſcience, 
eſpecially where the matter of belief, they ſuffer” 4 
for, has no foundation in the Word of God, that 
can prevail upon a ſound Underſtanding, whilft 
thoſe other Myſteries of our Religion, tho' as 
to their manner, and formal exiſtence inexpli- 
cable, and incomprehenſible, have all the Grounds 
in the World to force and oblige our Faith as 
Chriſtians, Iwill give in to his reſentments, and 
join iſſue with him there, that Tranſubſtantiation 
is an Article of Faith, ſo far from having any 
ſolid reaſon in it to occafion any juſt Perſecution 


of any Chriſtian Believer, that it is purely Roman, 


and not to be beliey'd at all; and conſequently 
the Perſecutor upon that account, to be rank d 
with Herod, Nero, and Diocleſian. 

It is not here, 1 hope, to be preſum'd, that 
13 am to prove the Doctrine of the Trinity or the 


Incarnation of our Bleſſed Saviour from Reaſon 


alone, fance I dare be poſitive the niceſt and moſt 
cunning Diſputant, that ever manag d a Theſis, 


or handl'd an Argument in the Equivocating 
5 Schools 
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Schools of the Romi/h Church, from Peter Lombard 


to the Profound Caſuiſt of Putney, would judge 
it as well an unreaſonable, as a ridiculous thing, 
that any Man ſhould expect he ſhould ſuſtain or 
defend the real Preſence that way. | 
The Doctrine of the Trinity and b 
is purely owing to Revelation, and that infinite 
Mercy God Almighty ſhew'd, in condeſcending 
to 2 the Sons of Men acquainted with theſe 
amazing Secrets of his Cabinet Council, and thoſe 
admitable Myſteries, that would in ſo awful a 
manner conduce to the delight of their Under- 
ſtandings here, and the conſummation of their 
Eternal Happineſs hereafter. That therefore the 
Doctrines of the Trinity and Incarnation, are the 
Doctrines of the Bible, and not in the leaſt con- 
Gare 1 to our Reaſon, tho' vaftly ſuperior to 
And that Tranſubſtantiation is neither conſo- 
ak to the Word of God, the intention of our 
Saviour, to right reaſon , or Even the conſtant 
belief of the Romiſh Church it ſelf in all Ages, is 
what I ſhall endeavour to make out according to 
the meaſure of my ſmall Abilities, in the fol- 
lowing Parts of my Diſtourſe. 
But, First, Of the Trinity, _ 1] 
Now the Catholick Faith 1s this in few words; 
That there is One, Almighty, Eyerlaſting and 
2 All- 
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All- perfect God. And that this Infinite and Eter- 
nal Eflence do's ſubfiſt in Three Perſons, Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghoſt. Three Perſons, not T hree 
Gods, but One God. The Father is made of 
none, neither Created, nor Begotten. The di- 
ſtinction between Creation and Making, I take 
to be this; Creation is a production out of no- 
thing, ora cauſing that to be, which under no 
denomination was before : Whereas Making is a 
formation out of ſomething that was before, or 
a cauſing that to exiſt in one form, which did 
exiſt in another before. To Create is the Pro- 
perty of God alone, to Make is applicable both 
to God and Man. The Son is of the Father a- 
lone. Not Made, nor Created, but Begotten, 
by an ineffable Generation before all Worlds. 
The Holy Ghoſt is of the Father and of the Son; 
Neither Made, nor Created, nor Pegotten, but 
Proceeding from all Eternity. The Proeeffor of 
the Holy Ghoſt, is what has been controverted 
by ſeveral Eminent Men of the Chriftian Reli- 
gion in ſeveral Ages of the Church. And the 
Greek Church do's at this day deny his Proce!- 
ſion from the Father and the Son, By a nice di- 
ſtinction, which informs us, that he proceeds of 
the Father by the Son. Where the thing is in 
effect granted, whilſt it is in terms deny d. And 
Il 5 8 8 that 
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that unfortunate Church never yet deny d the 
Perſonality of the Holy Ghoſt, tho” all her Mi- 
ſeries and Calamities are invidiouſly charg'd on 
her, as flowing from this Heretical Spring, by a 
Church that paſſionately affects that way of talk- 
tho ſhe be ten times more corrupt and 
plameable herſelf. That this Doctrine of the 
Trinity is neither New nor Strange, is ſtrongly | 
concluded from this, that before it was defin'd 
fo exactly by the Council of Nice, 1t was. obje- 
ed againſt the Chriſtians by all their Enemies, 
whether Jewiſh or Pagan: And that univerſal 
Scoffer at all Religions, Lucian, has after his uſual 
manner of playing the Wit or Brffoon, ſufficiently 
expos d and burleſqu d it, and it was a common 
Reproach and Scandal the Heathens generally 
endeavour'd to affront and vilifie the Faith of 
Chriſt with. This therefore being allowed, that 
the Trinity in Unity, and Unity in Trinity was 
the Univerſal, and commonly receiv'd Article of 
Faith in the Church of Chriſt; or that the Di- 
vine Efſente did ſubſiſt in what we, for want of 
a more complete expreſſion, call Perſons from the 
Latin, and what the Greek call wel, or Subſi⸗ 
ſtences; We ſhall proceed to ſhew, That this Do- 
Frine is agreeable to the Scripture, and in no 
18 contradictory to right Reaſun: 

Then 
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| There is no Man, that Ever Yet rightly confeſt 
| the Being of a God, but at the fame time ac- 
| Kknowledg'd his Eternity: Or that ever conce- 
| ded any thing to be God, but laid down that it 
was ſo from Eveslaſting; but the Profeſſors of 
the Ancient Polytheiſm, which it was ſuppos d 
Ceſar Vaninus, that was executed at T holouze for 
his Infidelity, had defign'd to introduce afreſh 
upon the Theatre of the World, and renew; and 
which carries its own confutation along with it; 
And Socinus, who in contradiction to all the Di- 
vinity, that ever yet obtain'd among the Sons 
of Men, hasallow'd the Godhead to our Saviour 
after his Reſurrection, being urg'd fo plainly by 
direct and unavoidable Proofs of Scripture ; Tho 
he utterly denies his Pre-exiſtence before his In- 
carnation. 

In the Proof of this Article of our Faith, 1 

thall be cautious in multiplying many Texts of 
__ Scripture, tho many might. 

Whilſt we contend therefore for the Unity of 
the Godhead, we muſt at the ſame timerlay down 
his Independency, as a general and inconteſtable 
Maxim. For the Nature of God conſiſts in this, 

That he is the Firſt, Supreme, and Original Cauſe 
of all things; A Being in himſelf independent, 
and on which all other things, that are, depend F 

an 
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and that moreover, He is the laſt-End, and Final 
Caufe of all, into which all things ſhall be reſolv'd. 
And in a Pofition of this Nature it is impoſſible 
that two Firſt Cauſes are, or can be imagind ; 
It includes a flat repugnancy. For that all things 
ſhould depend on One, and that there ſhould be 
any more independent Beings than One, is a plain 
contradiction. This then is ſo inſeparable from 
the Eſſence of God, that he exacts the Attribute 
to himſelf, Iſa. 48. 12. Hearken unto me, O Jacob, 
and Iſrael, my called, I am be, I am the firſt, I alſo 
am the laſt, And befides me there is n) God. Where 
that God, that fills and ſurrounds all places, and 
knows all things, whoſe Centre is every. where, 
and whoſe Circumference is no where, who com- 
prehends by one infinite act of intuition things 
paſt and to come, as if they were preſent, know- 
eth no Other God beſides himſelf. 

Another Argument, to prove theUnity of the God- 
head, may be drawn from the Supremacy of his 
Dominion which conſiſts in the infinite freedom of 
his Will. And by that Unbounded Liberty does 
his Providence govern and Order all things. The 
Heavens and the Earth ſtoop im ſubjection, and 
bow in obedience to his Will. And St. Paul de- 
ſcribes him as doing all things after the counſel 
of his own Will. But if there were a Plurality

of Supreme Directors, each of which were un- 
controll'd and abſolutely free, they might have 
contrary Refolutions about one and the ſame 
thing. The fatal Abſurdities and Conſequences 
of which are too palpable and diſmal not to be 
-obſerv'd even in the fallible and weak Govern- 
ment and diſpoſition of the affairs of Mortal Men. 

The Unity of the Godhead being thus briefly 
clear d, Come we next to Evince from ip ture 
the Trinity 4 in Unity. 

By the Trinity we mean thoſe Thirob Perſons 
or Subſiſtences, Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt. 
Now the Trinity i is almoſt in exprefs terms men- 
tion'd:,; even in the Firſt Chapter of the Bible, 
or beyond diſputation deducible from thence. 
Gen. 1. 26. And God ſaid, Let us make man in our 
image. WhereGod ſpeaks 1n the Plural number, 
undoubtedly alluding to the Three Perſons in 
the one undivided Eflence of the Godhead. 
Some Men may object here, That it is the uſual 
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* Style of Ka at this Day to ſpeak in the Plural 


number, We Order So or So; And it is Our 
Royal pleaſure So or So; And frequently made 
uſe of by moſt Men in their ſet Diſcourſes; And 
that conſequently it might more probably be the 
Method of the Egyptian, and Oriental Governors, 
Who have in all Ages been obſerv d to affect a 
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more ſwelling manner of Speech, and Vain- glo- 
rious Expreſſions. And that therefore Moſes here 
makes God ſpeak but after the manner of Men. 
The former part of this ObjeQion is readily 
granted, the Conſequence not fo eahly. Since 
it is the conſtant Belief of the Catholick Church 
fince the Aſcenhon of our Saviour, that the Tri- 
nity is here meant; and this Chapter is accor- 
dingly made a Part of the Service for that Sun- 
day, on which we commemorate the Trinity. 
Who are here deliver'd to have Sat conjun&ively, 
at the Formation of Man; One of the Perſons, 
namely, the Spirit of God, being in the moſt. 
exact terms nam: in the. Second Verſe, of this 
Chapter. And the Spirit of God mov'd, as-we tran- 
ſlate it, pin the face of the waters. Or rather, 
lay brood ing; And by that incomprehenſible Act. 
of Incubation breath'd that Vital and Seminal. 
Power of Prolification, that fo amiably, and with: 
ſo much Joy and Beauty diſplay d it ſelf, and 
diffus d its multiplying, Energy throughout the: 
Univerſal Maſs of Creatures, after the Foun- 
dation of the World was laid, At which the Mar- 
ning Stars ſang, together, and all the Sons ef God 
hhuted for jay. And that our Bleſſed Saviour 
was actually at this Creation, and preceded it, 
the whole Defign of St. John's 'Goſpel ; In the. 
Lag bz beginning 
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beginning was the Word, and the Word was with 
God, and the Word was en. The ſame was in the 
beginning with God. All things were made by him; 
and without him was not any thing made that was 
made. = 5 3 16 59 | 

What I urg'd from the Firſt Chapter of Gene/7s, 
was found ſo prevalent and forcible upon the 
Underſtanding of one, no great Favourer of the 
Chriſtian Religion, and ſuſpected to be a Fer, 
that the Repreſentation ſtartled him, and upon 
a more recollected and deep Meditation, he would 
pot enter upon any Conferenee with a Chriftian 
Opponent ever after: And the Evaſion of the 
Truth of St. John's Teſtimony by Socinus, and 
Crellius, and the Racovian Catechiſm is fo poor 
and wretched, that God ſeems to have glud it 
to that Hereſie, and to have entail'd it upon 
thoſe Men, that are blinded by the Prince of 
Darkneſs. Yet even Hereſie it ſelf, confider'd 
indifferently, eſtabliſhes the Veracity of the Tri- 
nity; which 1s a wonderful Argument of the 
Strength of Truth. The two greateſt Oppug- 
ners of the Catholick Faith in this Point, being 
Arius and Socinus.” The firſt of Which, by the 
plain ConviCtion of Scripture was forc'd to grant 
his Pre- exiſtence, tho' he diſallow'd his Divi- 
nity; And the latter to allow his Divinity, — 
5 . . | FAY - 
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he diſown'd his Præ-exiſtence, and blaſphe- 
mouſly pretended Inſpiration for his Infernal 
Diſagreement, The Mode of theſe Three Per- 
ſons ſubſiſting in the Unity of the Godhead, 
is what I ſhall wave to Speak of; It being in 
my judgment, Matter rather for our Aſtoniſh- 
ment and Adoration, than impudent Scrutiny, 
and fruitleſs Enquiry. The acuteſt Wits of 
Chriſtendom for now 1700. Years, having been 
bewilder'd in the inextricable Labyrinth. And 
Three of the Greateſt Men of this Age having 
not handled the Subject ſo unexceptionably, , 
but that there was room till left for Heretical 
Buffoonery, and Malicious Cavil ; Tho' the one 
was a Prelate, the Other a Dean of the Church, 
and the Third of Merit enough to be both. 
But tho' the Myſtery of the Trinity be infi- 
nitely Above, it cannot be ſaid to be contrary 
to our Reaſon, Since, if what is not to be 
comprehended by us, is to be deny'd a Being, 
alli the Eflences of things are to be expung'd, 
and Struck out of the Book of Nature, which 
are writ there, in legible Characters; tho' our 
ſhallow Capacities cannot fully comprehend their 
maid: co. ! 9.7 1-bot bow? of TH) vo 
-1; Ehe:La3ght, which we daily ſee ſome Hours 
more or leſs, and Seeing is counted the! leaſt

fallible and moſt certain of all our Senſes, 
enough to confound our Intellects; and 2 10 
not yet determin d by the Sharpeſt Philofophers 
of this Age; whether it be a Quality or a 
Body. And there is nothing ſo inconſiderable in 
the whole Creation, but will baffle the Wit of 
the Vaineſt Mortal that ever yet boaſted of his 


Sufficiency. How impotent muſt our oſtenta- 
tion then ſeem, when we endeavour to Dive 
into the moſt abſtruſe Secrets of the Godhead? 

The fatal Rock, the Reaſon of Man ſplits 
upon in this caſe, is the ſuppoſing the Per- 
ſons of the Godhead to be confider'd after 
that manner the Perſons of Men are: When 
God knows the Compariſon is inadequate” to 
the utmoſt extent of Thought, and falls un- 
meaſurably ſhort. 

And the Principle of Individuation even in 
Men, or that which conſtitutes an individual 
difference of one Man from another, is at this 
Day the Subje& of Scholaſtick Wrangle, and 
Contentious Mes et Shall we upon this 
account affirm, there are no more Men in being 
than one? We cannot be ſo ridiculous. And Vet 
we ſare likely ſtill to bend under the Load of ſuch 
Abſurdities as theſe; When we pretend to fa- 
thom infinite Profundity with the Line and 
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Plummet of our bounded and finite Underſtan

There are three Objections Infidelity chiefly 
raiſes ROT the Fararnlition of our Bleſſed Sa- 
viour. 

Fir, That it ſeems incredible that 4 Son 
ſhould be Born of a perfect Virgin, without thoſe 
common aſſiſtances Naturè makes uſe of in Pro- 
ductions of that Kind. To which I anſwer in 
the words of St. Pau] upon an Occaſion not much 
unlike this, Why ſhould it be thought a thing incre- 
dible -with el O man ! that God ſhould im- 
pregnate a pure Virgin by the Superumbration 
or Overſhadowing of the Spirit of. God , Who 
was able to Strike this vaſt Frame of the World 
out of Nothing ; And by one action of the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt upon it, when made, breath into it 
that ſurprizing Power of pregnaney and Fœcun- 
dity, that by a continu'd expanſion of its unutte- 
rable fruitfulneſs has branch'd itſelf out ever ſince 
in ſuch innumerable Births and Augmentations? 

4 Secondly, 
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4 8 That it was poſſible for God to . 
brought our Salvation about ſome more allevia- 
ting and compendious way. What, it was poſ- 
ſible for God. Almighty to have done otherwiſe, 
falls not under my preſent Diſquiſition, It is 
poſitive, That this was the very Method God 
Almighty upon the Fall of Man defign'd to 
take for his Redemption in the fullneſs of time, 
when the Offspring of the Woman was to bruiſe 
the Serpent's head. And the Apoſtle carries it 
Yet higher, and aſſures us, That it was pre- 
ordaind in the fore-knowledge of God from 
all Eternity; and that our Saviour was the Lamb, 
that was ſlain from the Foundation of the World: 
And it may be retorted upon thoſe bold Obje- 
Qtors, That God either could not, or would not 
redeem undone Man any other way. For God 
Almighty is by the neceſſity of his Nature In- 
finite Juſtice, as well as Infinite Mercy. And 


his Infinite Juſtice could receive no full Satis- 


faction from the Sufferings of any Creature ab- 


ſolutely ſo whatſoever. It was therefore wholly 


n:ceſſary „that the Son of God by the aſſump- 

tion of our Nature, and becoming like-one of 

us in all things, Sin only excepted, ſhould pay 
don the full Ranſom of Mankind in his Blood, 

and ſatisfie to the utmoſt extent of God's reger 
An 


„ 
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And this was the only way the Infinite Mercy 
of Gcd thought fit to make amends for our black 
Offences to his Infinite Juſtice. And, to pre- 
tend to correct theſe Methods of his, is to ſpit 
in the face of immenſe Wiſdom, and exalt our 
impious Knowledge above the Everlaſting Pru- 
dence of an omniſcient God; which is a piece 
of Pride and Vanity entirely Diabolical, and of 
the ſame Nature, for ought I know, with that 
Sin, for which the accurſed Angels fell. - 

The Third Objection is, That it ſeems highly 
Derogatory and a' Scandalqus diſhonour to the 
Godhead, that it ſhould be perſonally united to 
the Humane Nature, and ſuffer with it. But 
this is grounded on a Miſtake : For the Infi- 
nity of God's Mercy, howſoever it be extended, 
1s no diſhonour to the Godhead, and it has been 
already urg'd, that Infinite Juſtice thought fit to 
receive Satisfaction no other way. And to at- 
firm, That the Divinity of Chriſt ſuffer'd with 
his Humane Nature, is what the Catholick 
Church has in all Ages deteſted as Hereſie and 
Blaſphemy. Chriſt confider'd in the Glory of 
his Immortal and Ever-blefled Divinity, is ob- 
noxious to nothing of Paton or Imperfection, 
and conſequently not capable of taking any Im- 
preſſions of Miſery or Sufferings from the Hu- 

D mane 
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mane Nature, which alone Suffer'd all the In- 
flictions of an angry God, whilſt the Divinity 
of Chriſt continu'd ſtill unmeaſurably Bleſt, and 
Glorious amidſt all the Tortures and Convul- 
fions his Humanity was rackt with and painfully 
groan'd under. | 

have not time to inſiſt any further on the 
Aſſumption of the Humane Nature into the 
Godhead ; This may ſuffice to Prove, That the 
Article of the Word's bei g made Fleſh, is wholly 
agreeable to the Word of God, and in no Cir- 
cumſtance repugnant to the Reaſon of Man ; 
Whilſt thoſe daring Men, that either deny 
or diſpute the reality of Chriſt's Incarnation, 
would do well to conſider what the Event of all 
their Doubting will prove; After what an un- 
grateful manner they make their returns to their 
Redeemer for his Infinite Kindneſs, how they 
repay his Wounds with Mockery, and his pre- 
cious Death and Paſhon with audacious Blaſ- 
phemy. | 

I am now in the laſt Part of my Ditcourſe ; 
wherein I ſhall endeavour to ſhew, That Tran- 
ſubſtantiation has not the ſame Grounds for Be- 
lief, as I hope I have evincd the other two 
Articles of the Trinity and Incarnation have, 
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in their being agreeable to Scripture, and not 
contrary even to Reaſon. Now therefore it 
ſtands upon me to make out my charge againſt 
Tranſubſtantiation ; That it is neither conſonant 
to the Word of God, nor the intention of our 


Saviour, nor to right Reafon, nor even the 
Conſtant Belief of the Romiſßh Church in all

Ages. | 

Tranſubſtantiation, as it is defin'd by the Church 
of Rome, 1s a change of the whole Elements 
of Bread and Wine into the whole Body and 
Blood of Chriſt after Conſecration. And the 
Tranſmutation here as 1t 1s total, ſo it is alſo 
ſo wonderful, that upon the Diminution of the 
leaſt Particle of Bread, or the Separation of the 
leaſt drop of Wine, The ſame Body of Chriſt 
is notwithſtanding integrally in the moſt mi- 
nute Fragment or Drop. And accordingly, as 
often as Conſecration is paſt either in their 
Publick or Private Maſſes, fo often is Chriſt 
offer d up anew for the Sins of the World; 
and upon this Preſumption they Adminiſter it 
only 1n one Kind, and. call the Sacrament the 
Hot, which is a Latin word taken from that 
ſort of Sacrifice the Gentile Romans preſented 
to their Demons upon the Conqueſt of their

For Chri# hath alſo once offer d for Sins, the ju 
for the unjuſt, that he might bring be to God, 
Theſe. words are ſo plain, that they cannot 
eſcape a Man'cf a mean Capacity's underſtand- 
ing. But if both theſe Apoſtles underſtood 
the Sacrament of our Lord's Supper iu the ſenſe 
the Rom iniſts now do, theſe Expreſſions would 
have been contrary to their Knowledge, an 
Impoſture upon Mankind, which God forbid 
any Man ſhould affirm of them; ; and, whether 
they are reconcileable to the Popi/h Tenet of 
perpetual Sacrifice in the Maſs, I appeal to any 

Man of common Senſe and Reaſon. 
mat Secondly, Tranſubſtantiation 1s contrary to 
the intention of our Saviour.

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This is his Senſe, which no Man can Evade, 
upon his Inſtitution of the Euchariſt, St. Luke 
Chap.. 22. Verſ. 19. And he took bread, " wad gave 
thanks, and brake it, and gave unto them, Saving, 
Tins is my Body, which is given for you, " This do 
in remembrance of me. And the Apoſtle tells us, 
That, ai often as we eat that Bread, and drink 
that Wine, we hem forth the Lord's death till be 
come. Now when ſoever we remember or com- 
memorate any body, the Perſon ſo commemo- 
"rated is ſupposd to be abſent, - or the ſenſe 
would be flat, and the deſign ſtupid. Not- 
withſtayding the Papiſts do ſtill inſiſt, that 
theſe words in the Chapter from whence my 
Text is taken; Except Te eat the fleſh of the 
Son of Man, and drink his blood, Je have no 
life in Vu, are to be underſtood literally with- 
out attending to the ſubſequent Explication ; 
where our Saviour tells them, for . Ay fleſh 
is Meat indeed, and my blood is Drink 29 tet 
Meaning, beyond the poſſibility of any other 
Interpretation, Bread and Wine. And When 
notwithſtanding by reaſon of the thickneſs of 
their Apprehenſions, in the words of my Text, 
Al: any of bis Diſciples, after hearing this, ſaid, 
This is. an bard Saying, who. can © hear it!

Saviour re joins immediately, It is the Spirit that 
| |  quickeneth, 
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quickeneth, the fleſh profiteth nothing. The words 
that I ſpeak unto Te, they are Spirit, and they are 
Life. Upon this, St. Auſtin breaks out into an 
Exclamation upon the flow Underſtandings of 
thoſe Diſciples; The Words of our Saviour 
were not hard, but their Hearts were hard. 
And in this fenſe the rruly Catholick Church 
in all Ages; and that part of it in England ce- 
lebrates the Communion to this day. We do 
not deny, but that the Efficacy of Chriſt's Pody 
and Blood is apply'd to,us in the Sacrament ; 
and his Bodyand Blood verily and indeed taken 
by the Faithful in the Lord's Supper, as it is ex- 
preſt m our 'Catechiſm. Faith 1s that which 
receives them, as they are Spiritually admini- 
ſter d in the Sacrament. Which that it ſhould 
be at once the thing repreſenting, and the thing 
repreſented ſubſtantially is a matter fo aſtoniſh- 
ing, that even Bellarmine himſelf upon this Oc- 
cafion, in his Second Book of the Euchariſt, 
Chap. g. confeſſes, There is nothing more ab- 
ſurd than to imagine the Subſtance of our Fleſh 
ſhould be nouriſh'd with the Fleſh of Chriſt ;
